Justice Minister Pledges 
Conscription Support In 


Spirited Speech To House 


OTTAWA, June 17.—(CP)—Justice Minister St. Laur- 
ent told the House of Commons last night that 175 years of 
British connection had “conclusively shown” that the 3,000,- 
000 Canadians of French origin ‘‘are not going to be assimi- 


lated.” 

He spoke in support of Bill 80 
which will enable the government 
to enforce conscription for over- 
seas service by order-in-council. 

“Tam convinced that we all want 
to win the war,” he said, “and that 
we are all prepared to submit to any 
measure which may be absolutely 
necessary for that purpose. 

“No thinking person can... have 
Qny objection to the government 
resorting to conscription for over- 
seas service in the event of absolute 
necessity.” 


GIVEN OVATION 

The justice minister was frequent. 
ly applauded throughout his speech. 
He received an ovation from mem- 
bers of all parties at the close when 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
walked over and shook his hand. 

Mr. St. Laurent expressed regret 
that Hon. P. J. A. Cardin had re- 
signed his portfolios of works and 
transport in protest against the bill, 
and criticized Mr. Cardin's speech 
in explanation. 

“In spite of the difficulties 
which the future may hold in 
store for the members of this gov- 
ernment I felt it was my duty to 
carry my portion of whatever 
responsibilities might be in- 
volved,” he said.

Increase Seen 
By Farm Debt 


SASKATOON, June 17.—(CP) 
—Unless drastic measures for the 
protection of the farmer against 
creditors are initiated without 
further delay, the land tenancy 
population of Saskatchewan 
would increase rapidly, it was the 


unanimous opinion of the Sas- 
katchewan Co-operative Confer- 
ence which met here Monday to 
prepare for the inter-provincial 
debt conference to be called by 
the Alberta Government, 


The following statement was 
‘ssued yesterday by the confer- 
ence: 


A special meeting of the Sas- 
katchewan Co-operative Conference 
was held Monday for the purpose of 
discussing the general farm debt 
situation preparatory to an inter- 
provincial conference of provipcial 
governments and farm leaders, 
which, it is anticipated, will be 
called by the Alberta Government. 


OFFICIALS INVITED 

Premier Patterson has already in- 
vited the United Farmers of Canada; 
the Saskatchewan Association of 
Rural Municipalities, and the Sask- 
atchewan Wheat Pool, to send offi- 
cial representatives to the proposed 
inter-provincial meeting. These or- 
ganizations are all members of the 
Co-Operative Conference and the 
Said conference appointed a delega- 
tion yesterday, which, it is expected. 
will receive official recognition. 

The present farm debt situation 

was examined in detail and it was 
the unanimous opinion of the con- 
ference that unless drastic mea- 
sures for the protection of the 
farmer against creditors were 
initiated without further delay, 
the land tenancy population of the 
Province would rapidly increase. 

It will be the objective of the 
representatives of the conference to 
the inter-provincia] meeting to press 
for a retention of all existing pro- 
tective legislation in order that 
farmers may be able to retain pos- 
Session of their homes, Although 
their financial position does not 
make it possible for them to meet 
the yearly contractual obligations 
and further it is held as essential 
that a revision of the entire farm 
debt structure must take place 
without further delay if the west is 
to survive within an agricultural 
economy,

At a meeting held at the legis- 
lative buildings last week, the farm 
debts conference committee dis- 
cussed submissions which could be 
placed before the conference pro- 
posed by the Alberta government. 
Hon. Lucien Maynard, K.C., min- 
ister of municipal affairs, is chair- 
man of the committee. 

The minister stated the govern- 
ment had not yet received official 
acceptance of invitations forwarded 
to the governments of Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba to send represent- 
atives to the parley. Invitations 
have also been extended to farm 
organizations in these provinces to 
send delegates to sit with Alberta 
government and farm leaders to 
discuss the whole farm debt situa- 
tion.

OTTAWA, June 17.— CP) 
—New regulations to pro- 
vide control over movement 
of labor by requiring official 
approval for job changes in 
most industries were an- 
nounced today by Elliott M. 
Little, director of national se- 
lective service. 

He said the regulations, under 
which practically all employ- 
ment will be compulsorily chan- 
nelled through government em- 
ployment offices, will “ultimately 
lead to rationing of labor by di- 
rection, not by compulsion.” 

Men and women of all ages are 
affected immediately by the new 
order, Its range covers executives 
and office boys. 

Mr. Little warned that the time 
will “probably” come when it will 
be necessary to transfer workers 
from one job to another to meet 
labor shortages in vital industries, 
but he added: “We do not want 
to do that until we have to.” 


GET DAY-TO-DAY PICTURE 


To provide selective service of- 
fice!s with a day-to-day picture of 
the labor supply situation, em- 
ployers who anticpate a need for 
workers, or who-.anticipate they 
will be laying off workers, are re- 
quired to report that fact to the 
officials. 

The order extends to almost 
every form of work the same 
necessity for permits as was pre- 
viously put into effect for Phy- 
sically-fit men from 17 to 45 who 

wished to enter a long list of s0- 
called “restricted occupstions”— 
but there are no health or age 
limits involved in the new system.

After their Coral Sea and 
Midway setbacks the Japan-

HOLD BALACLAVA 


Soviet dispatches said the Ger- 
mans also attacked the southern de- 
fences of Sevastopol five times only 
to be repulsed in every case. 

The Red army, the dispatches 
said, is still holding Balaclava, the 
fishing town 7% miles south of 
Sevastopol made famous by Tenny- 
son's poem “The Charge of the Light 
Brigade” which occurred during 
the Crimean War. 

More than 400 Germans were 
killed, two tanks were captured 
and an enemy defence position 
was occupied in a Bryansk sec- 
tor, the Soviet information bureau 
said, reporting a gain in that 
region southwest of Moscow for 
the second successive day. 

The Germans lost 20 tanks and 
about 600 dead during futile thrusts 
in another sector, its communique 
declared.

Gas Ration Unit 
Value Is Cut In 


Three Provinces 
OTTAWA, June 17.—(CP)— 
Munitions Minister Howe an- 
nounced today in the House of 
Commons that the value of the 
gasoline ration unit wil] be re- 
duced from five to four gallons 
in Quebec,’ Ontario and British 
Columbia, effective at midnight 
tomorrow night. 

The ration unit in the maritime 
provinces remains at two gallons 
for the time being but Mr. Howe 
said “we hope to be in a position 
to raise the unit to three gallons 
in the maritimes as of midnight, 
June 30.” 

There is no change in the unit 
value in the prairie provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. It remains at five gallons 
there “for the present.”

Former Quebec 
Governor Passes 


QUEBEC, June 17.— (CP)—Sir 
Charles Fitzpatrick, 91, former 
lieutenant - governor of Quebec, 
died today. 


Sir Charles, lieutenant - governor 
of the province from 1918 to 1923, 
died after a few weeks illness. He 
suffered paralysis in the arm a few 
weeks ago and never fully re- 
covered. 

Sir Charles, who gained national 
prominence in 1885 as chief counsel 
for Louis Riel —executed for his 
part in the Northwest Rebellion— 
was minister of justice in the 
Laurier Liberal government, 1902- 
1906. He resigned to become chief

Conscription At 
Present Time 
Said Harmful 


OTTAWA, June 17.—(CP)— 
War Services Minister. Thorson 
said today in the House of Com- 
mons that introduction of con- 
scription for overseas service at 
present would be harmful to the 
war effort. 

Speaking in the debate on the 
amendment to the National Re- 

sources Mobilization bill which 
would remove the restriction 
against compulsory overseas ser- 
vice, Mr. Thorson said Canada is 
nearing complete mobilization of 
her manpower and care should be 
taken to maintain a proper bal- 
ance between the armed forces and 
other essential war services. 

"In r= opinion the imposition of 
conscrip..on for service overseas 
at the present time would definite- 
ly be hurtful to the war effort,” 
Mr. Thorson said. 


WANT RESULTS 


“The people of Canada are more 
concerned with the achievement of 
results than with the application 
of theories and the actions of the 
government will be governed ac- 
cordingly.” 

There were three primary objec- 
tives to Canada’s total war effort: 
production of materials of war, 
production of food and raising and 
equipping armed forces. 

“If we are to make a maximum 
war effort we must not lose sight 
of any of these objectives,” the 
minister said. “We must attain 
them concurrently as far as that 
is possible to do, Each step that is 
taken must be carefully consid- 
ered in the light of its effect on 
the totality of our war effort.” 

“An attempt has been made to 
identify conscription for overseas 
service with total war effort,” he 
continued, “There is no necessary 
connection between the two.” 

“Indeed, conscription for service 
overseas would, in my opinion, by 
reason of its over-emphasis on the 
Canadian army overseas, have re- 
sulted in a less effective total war 
effort than the one we have been 
able to achieve.”

OTTAWA, June 17—(CP) 
—Single men and childless 
widowers up to and _ includ- 
ing 35 years of age are sub- 
ject to compulsory military 
training under a proclama- 
tion tabled in the House of 
Commons today by War Ser- 
vices Minister Thorson. 

This is an extension of five 
years in the upper age limit for 
men called up under the National 
Resources Mobilization act for 
service within Canada and its ter- 
ritoria! waters. 


Now before the house of commons 
is an amendment to the N.RM.A. 
which would remove the restriction 
against compelling men to serve 
outside Canada. Today's proclama- 
tion contains the restrictions, 


MAY CALL MARRIED MEN 

Extension of the age limit to in- 
clude men up to 35 was predicted 
in the house of commons several 
weeks ago by Mr. Thorson. The 
next step is expected to be the call- 
ing of married men, starting with 
those who were 21 years old and 
married in July, 1940. 

Only last March the call-up age 
was raised from 25 to 30. The 
raising of the limit again is be- 
lieved to have been necessary be- 
cause the supply of men eligible 
for call under the existing regula- 
tions was about used up in some 
war service divisions, 


Affected by the new proclamation 
are men born in the years 1911, 1910, 
| 1909, 1908, and 1907, who were single 
or childless widowers at July 15, 
1940, 

Last March it was announced it 
was intended to extend the eall to 
persons of foreign nationality living 
in Canada but today’s proclamation 
relates only to British subjects. Con- 
siderable international negotiation 
is necessary before the call can be 
extended to other national groups, 


SUBJECT TO CALL 

Now subject to call are men born 
in the years 1921 to 1907 inclusive, 
but persons born in the year 1921 are 
not to be called until they reach the 
age of 21. 


Lower Gas Ration 
Category Set Up 


OTTAWA, June 17.—(CP)—Muni- 
tions Minister Howe announced in 
the House of Commons today the 
Setting-up of a new and lower gas- 
Oline ration category, to be known 
as category “A-A", This category 
is to cover owners of more than one 
car in the present “A” category, and 
drivers who use their cars “entirely 
for pleasure purposes.” 

“It is, obvious that these motor- 
ists should not receive as much 
gasoline as those who use their cars 
mainly in the earning of their liveli- 
hood,” Mr. Howe said. 

Amount of gasoline which would 
be made available to cars in the 
new “A-A” category could not be 
mate public now as the setting up 
of a new category took time, but 
the allowance would be announced 
in due course, 

It will be less than the present 60 
to 76 gasoline ration units available 
to cars now classed in “A” categ- 
ory. 

“Because there are many thous 
sands of farmers, industrial work- 
ers and business men now in cat- 
egory ‘A’, the quarterly restriction 
of the coupon in this category will 
be abolished after midnight to- 
night,” Mr, Howe said. 

“This means that the category ‘A’ 
coupons in any quarter may be used 
at any time regardless of the date 
printed on them.” 


35 Direct Hits 
On 2 Battleships 


AN ALLIED AIRDROME IN THE 
LIBYAN DESERT, June 17—(AP)— 
The United States army's big Liber- 
ator bombers were credited today 
with scoring 35 direct bomb hits on 
two Italian battleships in operations 
with the R.A.F. in the central Medit- 
erranean and their commander said 
“it was like shooting fish in a bar-

The United States fliers déliver- 
ed their first blow in the Mediter- 
ranean war Monday, Maj. Alfred F. 
Kalberer, who led the flight, said. 

They concentrated first on the 
two Italian capital ships and turned 
their bombsights onto accompany- 
ing cruisers and destroyers after hit- 
ting one battleship 20 times and the

forts Britain and its Allied na 
tions have not done too badly. 
Finally, the work of Mr. Paul 
Reading, press attache at the Ca- 
nadian Legation here, has born 
increasing fruit, 

This reporter has just seen a 
detailed analysis of the United 
States press from January 1 to the 
middle of May, It was made by 
impartial experts, not in the em- 
ploy of the Canadian government. 
The editorial utterances of the en- 
tire press are very friendly to Can- 
ada and shows a deeper understand- 
ing of our basic racial problem than 
one would have expected. 

The conscription plebiscite gave 
the newspapers an opportunity to 
Oulline to their readers Canada’s 
war effort to date, in many places 
for'the first time. It is clear from 
the factual matter contained in 
these editorials that the figures and | 
facts issued without comment by the 
office of the Director of Informa- 
tion in Ottawa are beginning to 
penetrate widely. . 


WASHINGTON KNOWS 


Nothing has been so valuable to 
Canada in the United States as 
our price ceiling. For the ordinary 
American it has dramatized the in- 
flation problem which now faces 
him and it has convinced him, as 
it convinced his government, that 
Canada was the first democratic 
nation bodily to tackle this problem 
in the only hopeful way. Attracted 
by our price policy, Americans have 
absorbed information about our 
other war policies, 

Thus there is hardly a sour note 
in the press analysis of the last few 
months. From The Chicago Tri- 
bune, number one hater of thé Brit- 
ish Commonwealth, runs a leading 


editorial to praise Canada’s war 
program, and Hearst's New York 
American refers kindly to our 


efforts it is evident that a definite 
change has occurred since the days 
when the isolationists were saying 
that Canada demanded cash on the 
barrelhead from Britain. 


In Washington Itself, of course, 
Canada's position has been well 
understood by the government and 
Its advisors from the start, When 
you talk to men high in the state 
department and in the economic 
departments of the government 
you find them saying that Can- 
ada’s war effort has been much 
greater than that of the United 
States in terms of comparable 
income. 


In fact, these men are far too 
diffident in speaking about Canada's 
program and in suggesting improve- 
ments, They think they know where 
improvements are possible but hesi- 
tate to suggest them while the 
United States has yet failed to solve 
So many of its own problems. 


GOLD PROBLEM 


One of the chief advisers of the 
United States government on Cana- 
dian affairs put it this way: “We're 
not worried about the Canadian 
people's willingness to fight the 
war, We are troubled only by your 
modesty and, perhaps, your inferi- 
ority complex. You won't borrow 
from us. You won't pile up any 
obligations. You insist on paying 
cash for everything. You insist on 
mining and shipping gold, which is 
no use to anyone, and we buy it 
to provide you with US. dollars. 
Yet while you Say you are short of 
men to mine nickel in Ontario end 
to make aluminum in Quebec, and 
while copper production has 
dropped in British Columbia you 
still use thousands of skilled miners 
to dig up gold which can't be used. 
You don't want to owe us a nickel, 
This’ is splendid—but is it practi- 
cal?” 

Actually the U.S. Treasury will 
not slop buying geld because it 
does not want to destroy gold as 
a future medium of world ex- 
change, but it would like to see 
Canada restrict gold Production 
in order to increase production of 
Useful war metals. But neither in 
this or any other joint problem 
is the United States exerting un- 
The 
official attitude here is that the 
big neighbor should lean back- 
wards to avoid any offense to 
Canada, any suggestion of dom- 
ination, 

All this does not mean that Can- 
ada’s problem of distributing in- 
formation in the United States has 
been solved. We still have no ade- 
quate machinery for informing the 
people with whom we must deal, 
and on whom we must depend not 
Only in the war but in the next 
peace settlement, 

We have established an excel- 
lent channel in Washington, among 
the political correspondents of the 
great newspapers there, 

We have no channel in New York 


from which the great radio news 
broadcests originate. and which 
gives an editorial lead to the 
nation 


We have no channel! in the great 
middle west, which is the home of 
isolationism.and the territory where 
we chiefly need to provide en- 
lightenment about our country, If 
our name stands relatively well 
among the Americans now this is 
certainly not due to the efforts of 
the Canadian government to defend

students, subsidiary employment 
not the principal means of liveli- 
hood, and casual or irregular em- 
ployment. 

“Now we say that no man or 
woman may take any job any- 
where, with a few exceptions, 
without the approval of a select- 
ive service office," Mr, Little 
said, “It includes executives and 
messengers, 

“This is not ‘freezing’ because a 
man or woman atill has the right 
to seek a job and an employer has 
the right to seek an employee, but 
the man or woman can't take a 
job and the employer can't hire 
anyone without the approval of 
the local office.

“It enables us to contro] the 
movement of labor and guide it 
where it can contribute to winning 
this fight we're in.

Howe Advoc 


Minister Supports Plan 
To Amend Overseas Service 


Section Of Present Act 


OTTAWA, June 17.—(CP)—A “balanced” distribution 
of manpower which would ensure continuation of Canada in 
the role of arsenal for the United Nations was advocated in 
the House of Commons yesterday by Munitions Minister 


Howe. 

Because the requirements of 
war and strategy might suddenly 
Place new demands upon Canada 
he contended that the govern- 
ment should be given freedom to 
act in any emergency. 

He spoke in support of Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King’s motion 
for second reading of Bill 80 which 


repeals section three of the national] | 
resources mobilization act, remov- | 


ing the ban against calling up men 
under the act for service outside 
Canada. 

Mr. Howe said he believed that 
"at this moment” there was noth- 
ing to indicate that men would be 
needed for overseas beyond those 
who have volunteered, 


NOT BEST CONTRIBUTION 
Raising a large army at the ex- 


pense of production which has 
placed great quantities of Canadian 
munitions on every battlefront 


would not be the best contribution 
Canada could make, 

The picture of Canada's war ef- 
fort was being “distorted” by the 
emphasis placed upon the one idea 
of sending a large army overseas 
— an idea which grew out of 
the First Great War. 

Mr, Howe said non-essential 
industries were being converted 
to war work or closed down to 
release men for the war effort— 
and this would continue, 

(Part‘of the minister's speech was 
prepared in advance and made 
available for publication when he 
rose to sepuk. He was stopped by 
the 40-minute speech limitation be- 
fore he had completed all of his 
prepared text.) 

“To me,” said Mr. Howe, “the posi- 
tion at issue reduces itself to this: 


BALANCED EFFORT 

“We have built up a balanced 
war effort, under a voluntary sys- 
tem, which is in every way a credit 
to Canada, We have undertaken 
tasks of supplying armed forces, 
munitions, raw material and food 
that require manpower that can 
only be obtained by sharp curtail- 
ment of unessential activities, 

“Operation of the National Re- 
sources Mobilization act must be 
extended rapidly and effectively, 
Or we will fail to reach our ob- 
jective of total war. 

“I ask all honorable. members to 
free their minds of the campaigns 
of the last war, fought with great 
armies at grips with great armies 
along a single battlefront, and con- 
centrate on the real needs of the 
present conflict, and Canada's effect- 
ive part in jt. 

“Have our reverses resulted from 
lack of manpower, or from lack of 
weapons, and airplanes, and ships? 
MUNITIONS NOT ARMY 


“Have not our successes been the 
result of having adequate arms, in 
the hands of those willing and able 
to use them, The battle of Russia 
needs our munitions and does not 
need our army. So for China and 
India. 

“Our army has been, and is, the 
spearhead of the defence of Bri- 
tain, When the peril to Britain 
Passes, it will serve in whatever 
other area the strategy of war 
may dictate, 

“When that time comes, we must 
and will supply adequate reinforce- 
ments. Meantime, let us not ob- 
scure our real manpower problem 
by over-emphasis of the manpower 
requirements of our army overseas. 

“Our men and women are doing 
a war job that has won the admira- 
tion of informed opinion in all 
Allied countries, Let us bend our 
effort to seeing that Canada, as a 
united nation, does not falter in 
the great task that is ours in this 
battle for freedom.” 


TWO QUESTIONS 

Mr, Howe said there were two 
questions to which those who were 
dealing with the bill should seek an 


answer. 

The first was whether Canada 
could contribute more to ultimate 
victory by reducing production to 
make more men available for over- 
Seas; and the second, whether the 
army s0 raised would not be a 
amaller contribution to victory as 
compared with the lost potential 
production, 

“I think there is only one answer 
to these questions, in the light of 
military requirements as we now 
see them,” he said. 

Nevertheless, he said, he still 
supported the policy that all avail- 
able, fit men who could be spared 
from production should be enlist- 
ed, and he had warned contractors 
te be prepared to lose a large 
proportion of their eligible men. 

“If our decision is that Canada 
must continue to be a principal 
source of supply for our armed ser- 
vices and those of our allies, then 
I say to you that we must continue 
our balanced policy on manpower— 
unless and until urgent requirements 
of the war situation compel us to 
change it.” 


REMOVE LIMITATIONS 

Limitations now restricting action 
by the government in the exercise of 
its mobilization powers must be re- 
moved, Mr. Howe said. 

“At the same time, Rowever, we 
MUSL Cease confusing the issues by 
magnifying one aspect of our man- 
power policy as compared with 
other all-important aspects.” 


He estimated that 800,000 persons, 
about one-sixth women, now are en- 
gaged in war production, manufac- 
turing war munitions and supplies, 
instructing defence projects and 
providing essential materials and 
services required in war produc- 
| tion 
| “We estimate that by the end 
of the year we shall require about 
85,000 additions] workers for pro- 
duction and that at the peak of 
Our program, as presently known, 
and which will probably be 
reached early in 1943, there will 
| be employed some 910,000 per- 
sons in war production, direct 
and indirect,” Mr, Howe said. 

Fercentage of women engaged 
in war manufacturing was in excess 
of 20 per cent and efforts were 
being made to increase it, 

“There are now some 120,000 
women employed in war manu- 
facturing plants and that figure is 
rising daily.” he said. 

More than 50,000 persons were 
in the aircraft industry directly, 
and many more indirectly. Ship- 
building occupied some 60,000. 
chemicals and explosives 45,000, 
tanks and mechanical transport 
67,000. 

Canada’s manpower pool had 
provided, in addition, some 500,000 
men for the armed forces and 
would increase this by another 
100,000 by the end of the year. 


1,300,000 PERSONS 

Thus war. production and the 
armed forces had taken an esti- 
mated 1,300,000 persons and will 
require an additional 200,000 be- 
tween now and early 1943, 

But agriculture also had to be 
recognized as an essentia] industry 
in a large degree and it was esti- 
| mated, the minister said, that farm 
production occupied approximately 
350,000 persons exclusive of house- 
wives. 

Then there were essential activi- 
ties, such as public utilities, trans- 
portation, coal and metal mining, 
and it was estimated that 300,000 
persons were so employed. 

Some 2,000,000 were employed 
in other civilian activities, pro- 
duction and services and large 
percentage were essential to 
maintaining the civilian economy, 

including ptoduction of wearing 
apparel and other essentials. 

This added up to approximately 
5,000,000 people in the armed ser- 
vices, war industries, agriculture 
and civilian industries and services. 


TIGHT SITUATION 

“I need not tell you that this ‘s a 
tight manpower situation for a 
country with a total population of 
less than 12,000,000 people,” Mr. 
Howe said. 

He estimated some 500,000 might 
be diverted, “by rigid curtailment,” 
from the 2,000,000 engaged in civil- 
ian industries and services. 

“It is from this number and from 
the net annual increase in the 
available working population, esti- 
mated at 100,000 persons, that the 
200,000 I have estimated as being 
required for the services and war 
industries, on the basis of present 
programs, must be drawn,” he said. 

“I do not hesitate to say that 

without the National Resources 


Mobilizaticn Act such a with- 
drawal would be exgeedingly 
difficult.” 


Another small pool of manpower 
consisted of married, women, retired 
persons and persons not working 
and living at home. 

The situation might be further re- 
lieved by postponing the age of re- 
tirement from industry, but many 
of these classes would be available 
for part-time wofk only, ; 

“Tam not suggesting to the house 
that we have exhausted our supply 
of manpower and womanpower,” 
Mr. Howe said. . 

“I am confident that if we con- 
tinue to pursue a balanced policy 
as between the requirements of the 
armed services and the requirements 
of war industries, we shall be able 
to expand reasonably in both direct- 
ions. 


CLOSE INDUSTRIES 

“Insofar as there remain industries 
engaged primarily in non-essentias 
production, we shall have no hesi- 
tation in converting them or, to the 
extent that it is necessary, in closing 
them down and thereby making 
their employees available for wa! 
requirements. 

“This now is being done and wil! 
be done in accordante with the 
principles of compulsory national 
selective service which we have 
adopted. ‘ 

“But, as I have already pointed 
out, our manpower pool is not un- 
limited. We have encountered 
many shortages as the gap be- 
tween supply and demand has be- 
come narrower, With the addi- 
tional demands, whihc «We con- 
tinuous, the gap is constantly 
narrowing further. 

“It follows, therefore, that if we 
are to continue our vast program of 
war production, and, at the same 
time, to meet the requirements of 
the armed services, it 1s essential 
that we maintain a sane balance 
and that we do not adopt, on emo- 
tional rather than logical grounds, 
any policy which will unnecessarily 
upsel that balance and hinder one 
Or the other of t%e all-important 
phases of our war effort. 

“The fact remains, however, that 
in time of war, no policy can be

Some had felt that what was true 
in the last war was true in this 
war and these people had un- 
duly magnified the question of 
conscription for overseas service, 
Canada’s responsibility in respect 
to overseas service, was being car- 
ried out. It was accep ed that the 
Canadian army should stand as a 
spearhead jin the United Kingdom, 
There was also the obligation to 
provide for the defence of Can- 
ada, This was a war of shifting 
battle lines and these battle lines 
had moved in the direction of Ca- 
nadian territory. The obligation was 
to have a first-class army in Can- 
ada and that was being provided. 
Defences were being strengthened 
on both coasts, and forces were 
being trained to meet any situa- 
tion, 

To centre all the war effort on 
the single matter of conscription 
appeared to him to be an attitude 
arising out of the last war, Mr. 
Howe said. 

TRADITIONAL METHOD 

The voluntary sys‘em of enlist- 
ment had been used in Canada so 
far in this war, It was the tradi- 
tional] Canadian method, and was 
the method used in Australia and 
South Africa. 

It was now suggested the volun- 
tary system should be changed to 
a compulsory system, The only 
justification for changing an exist- 
ing system was that the existing 
system had failed. 

There was no evidence the volun- 
tary system had failed. It was a 
system of natural selection under 
which the men chose their field of 
rervice—the army, the navy, the 
air force or industry 

Mr. Howe sald he found it dif- 
ficult to believe arbitrary tribun- 
als could be set up with sufficient 
wisdom to place every man in the 
right job. Natural selection was 
the best selection. 

“At this moment the need for 
munitions is at least as great as the 
need for men in the army,” said Mr. 
Howe. - ° 

Vast quantities of tanks, Bren 
guns, other guns and munitions 
were being sent to Russia. They 
were of more value to Russia than 
any men Canada could send them. 
Munitions were going to China 
The. 600,000,000 people there needed 
them more than they needed Cana- 
dian soldiers.

“Canadian munitions have fought 
in every battle since Dunkerque,” 
said Mr. Howe, “including the 
Battle of the Philippines.

“Frenchmen,” he began, “on June 
17, 1940, at the tragic hour of the 
jarmistice request, I summoned you 
to silence your anguish so to 
hearten only your faith in the des- 
tiny of your country. 
| “A year later, on June 17, 1941, I 
declared to you that the trail would 
|be long and hard. Today I cannot 
speak to you in different terms.” 

He went on to say, “I do not at 
all hide from myself the feebleness 
of the echoes my appeals have met 
{with .. . the workman suffers—and 
his enforced passivity cannot be 
|taken for resignation; the peasant 
grows impatient.” 

Petain admitted also “the all-too- 
rea] deficiencies of the state,” but 
said individuals likewise were to 
|blame “if sometimes discontent is 
growing, if anger is rumbling.” 
| He insisted nevertheless that “the 
weariness, the neglect, the re- 
proaches have not disheartened 
me...”

Break The Deadlock 


It is welcome news all over Canada 
that the life of the Dominion Housing Act 
may be extended. For the reason that in 
every province, and in almost every con- 
siderable centre in every province, there is 
a shortage of living quarters. The Minis- 
ter of Finance says that because of this 
consideration is being given to the ques- 
tion of continuing the plan whereby fed- 
eral assistance has been given to house- 
construction. 

Unfortunately, while the extension of 
the Act would be welcomed here as else- 
where, people in Alberta can take only an 
impersonal interest in the matter. The 
loan companies still refuse to function in 
this province, and as their co-operation is 
necessary to make the scheme work it 
has been a dead letter as far as Albertans 
were concerned. No houses have been 
built in this province under the housing 
plan. 

Along with the question of extending 
the Act, the Government should consider 
also the matter of setting up some sort of 
a loaning body to take the place of the 
loan companies where these refuse to co- 
operate; or study other means to make 
the scheme work where the only bar to it 
is unwillingness of the companies to par- 
ticipate. 

The housing scheme is too good a 
scheme, and too necessary, to be held up 
just because the loan agencies do not care 
to play the part they are supposed to 
play. 


Down To Realities 


Hon. J. G. Gardiner introduced a note 
of outspoken candor into the conscription 
debate in the Commons when he asked 
which of the party groups there would 
vote for a conscription bill if one were in- 
troduced. There was no response, 

That does not in any way excuse the 
Government from the responsibility to 
apply conscription whenever it becomes 
necessary. But it does expose the hum- 
bug pretence that political considerations 
have no place in the thought of opposition 
groups. 

If there has been any “playing poli- 
tics” on the conscription issue, the Gov- 
ernment has not done all the playing. 
Every other party which owes anything 
to the past or hopes anything for the fu- 
ture is equally anxious to avoid drawing 
the hostility of Quebec upon itself. 

Nothing would suit the opposition 
groups better than that the Government 
should alienate its Quebec supporters and 
the electors of that province permanently 
by bringing in a conscription bill regard- 
less of the military necessity. But as to 
-_pledging themselves to vote for such a bill, 
well really, 

Mr. Gardiner will get no thanks from 
opposition quarters for thus frankly dis- 
cussing the political aspect of the con- 
scription wrangle. But he does deserve 
thanks from the public for bringing the 
issue out into the open and demanding 
that it be discussed on a basis of what 
everyone knows to be political reality. 


Benito Lost Some More Boats 


That great Italian victory in the Medi- 
terranean faded badly when London began 
to release official reports telling what had 
really happened there. These reports state 
that supply ships got through safely 
and delivered their cargoes at Malta and 
Tobruk. They also say that two of Mus- 
solini's battleships were set on fire in the 
four days of fighting, and a Duce heavy 
cruiser was sent to the bottom along 
with several destroyers. 

This is different. About as different 
as the subsequent statement of fact usual- 
ly is from a Rome announcement, Gayda 
evidently still continues to make up his re- 
port when a battle starts—perhaps with a 
shrewd suspicion that when it ends the 
known facts will crimp his style. 

London does not say that no Allied 
supply ships were sunk or that no Allied 
warships were destroyed or damaged. 
There is therefore a possibility that the 
Rome stories have not been one hundred 
per cent fiction, What is made clear is 
that Malta's supplies have been replen- 
ished, that the Tobruk garrison has been 
Strengthened, and that I] Duce’s fleet took 
a bad mauling without accomplishing its 
purpose. 

That purpose, above all others, was to 
prevent supplies and reinforcements get- 
ting through to the Allied forces in Libya 
and Egypt. Rommell will find the going 
harder because the attempted intercep- 
tion failed. He will know better than to 
believe Rome's fairy tales in future. 


A Critical Time For China 


It is a cruel paradox that China, with 
27 allied states doing all they can to help 
it, is now being harder pressed, and is in 
more imminent danger of being crushed, 
than when it fought alone. For whatever 
reason, the Japanese did not throw 
against their single adversary such forces 
as they have shown they could have em- 
ployed, And with the Burma road closed 
and munitions urgently needed on three 
other major fronts, China is not getting 
Supplies in the quantities which flowed to 
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it while the United States was not itself 
at war, 

The new anxiety of Japan to gain 
mastery of eastern China, at least, is well 
understood. That territory lies within 
bomber range of Tokyo. While China 
fought alone this was not important, but 
it is now a matter of life and death to pre- 
vent Allied air forces from using bases 
anywhere from which they could reach 
Japan’s munitions centres. Hence the furi- 
ous attempt to wrench the eastern Chinese 
provinces away from Chungking control. 

Thus far China has suffered, not bene- 
fitted, because the other nations with 
which it is associated went to war with 
Japan, It fared better alone. Not only 
that, it is suffering because of its alliance 
with these nations. Fear that its air bases 
will be used by them is the motive of the 
new assaults Japan is making upon China, 

Against this bitter fact, China now has 
a hope of ultimate victory and the recov- 
ery of its stolen provinces which it did not 
have until its associates were drawn into 
the struggle. This confidence of eventual 
triumph will inspire the Chinese to fight 
on with the dogged resolution they have 
shown through nearly five years of un- 
successful strife. They are not beaten yet, 
and must not be allowed to be beaten,

A revision of financial rela- 
tions between the United King- 
dom and Canada is one of the 
great historic consequences flow- 
ing from this war, altering the 
traditional debtor position of the 


Dominion, The document that 
embodies this revision most 
clearly is Mr, Ilsley’s United 


Kingdom Financing Act, 1942. It 
provided a fresh start with the 
temporary expedient of granting 
the Government of the Uhited 
Kingdom a billion dollars, The 
purpose of the gift, in the words 
of the resolution of the Minister 
of Finance, was to enable “the 
purchase in Canada of aircraft, 
tanks, mechanical transport 
vehicles, guns, ammunition and 
other munitions of war, food- 
stuffs, raw materials and other 
commodities and supplies essen- 
tial to the conduct of the war 
and the maintenance of the 
people of the United Kingdom 
and to assist in enabling the 
Government of the United Kings 
dom to defray other expendi- 
tures incurred in Canada for war 
purposes,” 
Extension 

At the present rate of British 
procurement in Canada, this sum 
will last for something less than 
twelve months, An extension of 
the gift policy can be foreseen 
when the amount is exhausted, 
unless in the meantime an ar- 
rangement by which pooling of 
production surpluses of the 
United Nations is then in opera- 
tion, Conceivably, the Canadian 
surplus might then be pooled and 
drawn on by the United King- 
dom and other allies under terms 
not yet executed. Other heavy 
customers of Canadian war ma- 
terials at present are Egypt, 
India and Australia in the ster- 
ling area and Russia and China 
outside it. The new Canadian 


proposal is designed to avoid the 
growth of an unmanageable war 
debt between Canada and Bri- 
jain. Logically it should apply to 
Other allies who share access to 
Canadian war output. There is a 
growing sentiment at Ottawa 
that an Allied pooling arrange- 
ment should be effected speed- 
ily, Negotiations with Washing- 
ton and London are leading to 
some such arrangement. 


End of a Phase 


The billion dollar gift is, there- 
fore, an interim arrangement. It 
marks the end of a phase of war- 
time financial relations in which 
Canada accumulated a heavy 
sterling balance. The transfer of 

old by the United Kingdom to 

anada, in the period prior to 
Lend-Lease, ended in December, 
1940, when a total of $250 mil- 
lions had been reached, The re- 
patriation of Canadian securi- 
ties mobilized by the British 
Government will be limited to 
the completion of existing opera- 
tions, with the further transfer 
of Dominion Government and 
Canadian National Railwa 
securities held by the Britis 
Government, estimated to be 
$295 millions, The repatriation 
account will close at approxi- 
mately $714 millions, with an ad- 
ditional amount of $126 millions 
financed by the discharge of pri- 
vate Canadian debts to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and sales in the 
Canadian market of securities 
vested in the British Treasury. 

To complete the settlement of 
the British deficit in Canada, 
estimated at $1,870 millions from 
the start of the war to March 31, 
1942, $700 millions from Canada’s 
sterling balance will be convert- 
ed into a long-term loan, with 
Tate and term to be decided after 
the war, and a balance of $80 
millions will be deducted from 
the new gift account,

Idealism and Business 


The Canadian policy has been 
a mixture of idealism and what 
Mr. Coldwell, the Co-operative 
Commonwealth leader, called 
“hard-boiled business.” There 
was considerable pressure in Ot- 
tawa for a more thorough and 
sweeping recall of Canadian 
securities from Britain than has, 
in fact, occurred. The temptation 
to repatriate Canadian Pacific 
Railway securities may be felt by 
an exponent of railway amalga- 
mation, just as the desire to re- 
patriate distillery securities may 
be felt by the advocate of direct 
Government control of liquor. 
The balance of British invest- 
ments in Canada has, in any 
case, shrunk significantly in re- 
cent years, owing to wartime 
repatriation and other factors. It 
was approximately $2,500 mil- 
lions in 1937, and it is now re- 
duced to $1,000 millions, Mr, Ils- 
ley’s estimate was that at present 
Canadian dollar securities still 
held in the United Kingdom 
amounted to $700 millions, and 
sterling securities on Canadian 
property and enterprises 


amounted to $300 millions, “That 
is all,” he said, “as far as we 
know that is left.” 


Financial Interest 

Yet the Canadian Finance 
Minister laid down the principle 
of preserving for Britain a fin- 
ancial interest in Canada, and the 
continuance for Canada of a fin- 
ancia] interest in Britain, There 
would be no attempt to cance 
all Canadian obligations to 
Britain against obligations to 
Canada. He said: “The mutual 
financial interest which will re- 
main is bound to strengthen the 
other eeconomic ties between the 
two countries, which have been 
of such great value in the past, 
and will continue to be of great 
value in the future. The fact that 
both countries will now be 
creditors in relation to one an- 
other, as well as debtors, reflects 
the growing economic maturity 
of Canada,” 

The fact that Britain has been 
Canada’s best customer in the 
past, and, as the Conservative 
leader, Mr. Hanson, said_ that 
Canada should look to Britain 
again as a customer in the post- 
war period, has been a governing 
factor in the recognition of a 
limit to the policy of repatria- 
tion, Yet the fact that the Min- 
ister of Finance felt impelled to 
defend this view as warmly as he} 
did may be taken as evidence of 
nationalistic stirrings in Ottawa 
which, in this connection, would 
favor liquidating mutual finan- 
cial interests more thoroughly. 
Along with a minority group, 
which would require more col- 
lateral from the British Govern- 
ment, there is a school of 
thought whose reluctance to see 
Canada acquire substantial claim 
in sterling arises from fear that 
the post-war settlement would 
involve, a vast increase of com- 
peting imports.

000 Chinese in Manchuria don’t 
belong to China; and when it 
pleases him to consider strategi- 
cal matters he hands the entire 
and puresy Slavic Dalmatian 
coast line to Italy. At the same 
time he cannot tolerate that the 
“Italian” Corsicans should be 
with France—although the Cor- 
sicans have never thought of 
themselves as Italian, He gives 
Nice and Tunisia to Italy al- 
though Nice is certainly French 
and Tunisia half and half. 
Studying these maps it is ob- 
vious that he not only hands 
Italy everything she has ever 
demanded but that the whole re- 
drawing of the map of the world 
is in the interests of Germany, 
Italy and Japan. 

_By way of making our rela- 
tions with our Allies a little hap- 
pier, he destroys the British Em- 
pire—in the interests of the 
Italian, German, and Japanese 
empires. He is not anti-imperial- 
ist; not at all; he wants the em- 
pires of our Allies destroyed in 
favor of new ones. He helps en- 
courage the Turks to make up 
their minds in this war by 
handing the Dardanelles to 
Russia, in return for chopping 
off the Russian White sea ports | 
—Murmansk goes to Finland—| 
rendering her helpless in the| 
Baltic and handing the maritime 
Russian provinces on the Pacific 
(Vladivostok) to Japan. 


Oldest Democracy 


As a contribution to liberty 
and dentocracy, he destroys the 
oldest and most stable demo- 
cratic state in Europe: Switzer- 
land, dividing her between Ger- 


many (two thirds), Italy and 
France, 

, Looking at the map, we see an 
enormously strong Germany, 


widened by Polish territories 
(Poznan and Pomorze); parts of 
Dutch, Belgian, Swiss, Rumanian 
territory, plus Austria, Hungary! 
and the Sudetenland. A new! 
Czecho-Polish state has neither

new financial arrangement will 
ensure that the balance of inter- 
national indebtedness between 
Britain and Canada will remain 
on a reasonable and manageable 
basis.

Winterton said his conclusion was | 
that many of the German prisoners, 
particularly the young men, are im- 
pervious to new ideas and have | 
gained nothing from their decent 
treatment in the prison camp.

agriculture, . 
Although grain crops have shown 
good growth and the grasshopper 
hateh has been held up by cool 
weather, severe losses are still] pos- 
sible, it is reported, 

If hot weather prevails during 
the balance of this month, the situ- 
ation might still become critical, 

since large numbers of grasshop- 
per eggs are stil] unhatched and 
are in perfect condition to complete 
incubation with a few days of warm 
weather, it is pointed out, Rains in 
Southern Alberta have not materi- 
ally reduced the hatchability of 
the egg crop. 

Supplies of grasshopper poison 
may be obtained from bait dis- 
tribution depots of the field crops 
branch, department of agriculture.

H. S. Reynolds 
Now 26 Years 
In City Police 


It is 26 years ago, on June WU, 
1916, that Horace 8. Reynolds 
joined the city police force here, 
and the day has a double signifi- 
cance to him in that it marks the 
day on which the city police 
scientific investigator and ac- 
countent has spent exactly half 
of his Ufe in the business. 

At the time of his entering the 
force, Mr. Reynolds was placed in 
charge of identification and also 
attended to the handling of alien 
enemies for the Dominion police. 
He was also court interpreter in 
French and German, having taken 
part of his schooling in France and 
Germany. 

Mr. Reynolds was one of the first 
men to fly in Edmonton when he 
joined the Royal Flying Corps here 
after leaving the police job in 1918. 

He returned to policing following 
an accident and went to Toronto as 
a military police in the civil section 
He was then appointed administra- 
tive officer of Military District No. 
2, Toronto, and was the youngest 
inspector jn Canada at that time. 

Shortly after being appointed to 
the command of the Dominion 
Police at Toronto in 1919 Mr. Rey- 
nolds decided to go west and re- 
joined the city police staff in 1920. 

Since then he has served the local 
force with distinction as an expert 
in scientific investigation. On occas- 
ions he has appeared as a witness 
aS an expert in handwriting, finger- 
prints and ballistics. 

He was an outstanding athlete 
in England and has held the high 
score for revolver shooting here for 
years. He also possesses a gold badge 
for rifle shooting.

“Incidents” planned to familiarize 
citizens with A.R.P. defence work 
include supposed breaks in water 
and gas mains, destruction of public 
buildings, descent of paratroops and 
others. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 

Minor incidents wif directly in- 
volve selected civilians who will be 
victims’ of such incidents as incen- | 
diary bombs in attics, broken arms 
and legs from bomb splinters, loot- 
ing of homes, detected use of short 
wave communication with the “ene- 
my” and so on, 

Each victim of a minor incident 
will have to communicate with the 
sector warden, for advice as to 
what steps should be taken. “Seri- 
ously injured” casualties wi] also 
be treated in accord with A.R.P. 
regulations. 

Between 2 and 3:30 p.m. all per- 
sons in Edmonton should get ready 
and follow the instructions on the 
front page of the publicly distrib- 
uted ARP pamphlet. 

It is essential to the success of 
the practice alert that all civilians 
get to their homes between 2 
p.m. and 3 p.m., in order that the 
military and the ARP may have a 
completely free hand in the carry- 
ine cut of duties during the entire 
alert. 


SUSPEND TRAFFIC 


Between. 3:30 and 5 p.m, all traf- 
fic except trains, milk wagons and 
ambulances will stop. Street cars 
and car traffic will not function 
within the city for 1% hours,

acter, Rather jt 
may relate only 
to the unguit- 
ability of his 
playthings, 

When things 
go wrong, as in- 
evitably they 
will, the mother 
m@y have to ELDRED 
stap in, not to right them herself, 
but to show the child how it may 
be done. She can explain how the 
kiddy-car may be lifted so as to 
extricate the whee] from behind 
the chair. She can show the child 
that the top cannot spin when the 
cord has a series of knots. She can, 
and may have to, remove the child 
from the toy or the toy from the 
child if there ig no possibility of 
making an amiable adjustment be- 
tween them. An old toy with whose 
workings he is thoroughly fam- 
iliar is @ good one to bring back 
when rage gets the better of the 
child in his d@alings with a new 
one. 

All toys are simple to the par- 
ent and she may be unable to un- 
derstand how angry a child may be- 
come when the toy refuses to do for 
him what it does for an adult, The 
parent can build a fascinating block 
structure, but can the child?

LONDON TIDY 

I got back to find my dear Lon- 
don looking very shabby but 
rather tidier than when I went 
away because the rubble of the 


destroyed houses has been cleared 
away and the empty places fenced 
off. There is far, far less traffic in 
the streets because after this month 
there will be no basic ration of 
petrol for any private motoring, the 
present two gallons a month com- 
ing to an end, 

There are very few shoppers 
about, and the first thing I had to 
do on arrival was to obtain my food 
card, which now means carrying a| 
sheaf of colored ration books, pink, 
yellow, white, with a food ration 
card and what is called a personal 
coupon card extra. This means that 
the following things are rationed: 
Meat, bacon and ham, butter and 
margarine, sugar, tea, cooking fats, | 
cheese, milk and eggs, jams, candies, 
cereals, tinned foods and soap. 
There are extra places on the ra- 
tion cards, too, for further ration- 
ing if the government thinks it} 
necessary, But, terrible though this 
sounds, it really means that we all | 
get just sufficient of all the things 
to keep us well. The lack of fruit 
and Sugar ig the greatest, but really 
there is not much to complain of 
and there is always the peace of 
mind that at any rate everybody 
now gets what there is to have, 


A restaurant meal must not cost 
more than just over a dollar and 
must be limited to three courses. 
There are practically no restaurant 
cars on any of the trains, and we 
are asked to carry our own food 
with us. But England looked very 
lovely as we came up from the 
coast, with the May trees in heavy 
blossom, primroses still to be seen 
on the banks, and marshmallows | 
in the meadows. | 

I reported to headquarters and 
was told that the expansion of 
work while I had been away had 
been quite tremendous. I used to 
tell you we were to open 77 hos- 
tels for land army girls; actually 
we have opened 109 since I have 


been away. Of the huge hostels 
for ordinary factory workers we 
are now in oharge of eight, as 
against the three when I went 


away; and so it goes on through 
each department of work. The 
headquarters staff has had to be 


greatly increased and we have had 


to take further offices across the 
street, but everyone’ seems very 
cheerful and thrilled at the amount 
we are asked to do. 

I was greeted on my arrival by a 
message from Mrs. Churchill ask- 
ing me to go to tea with her at) 
once. I am given a week's leave 
to see my family, and so I shall 
not be doing this until after Whit- 
suntide, but I wanted you to 
know how eager she was to hear 
everything about my Canadian 
tour and the CaNadian generosity 
to her fund.

Collection Of 
Paper Salvage 
{s Curtailed 


A request that further collec- 
tions of waste paper by salvage 
campaign committees in Alberta 
be curtailed temporarily, has been 
received by Edward C. Fisher, 
provincial organiser of the na- 
tiona] salvage campaign, from 
Charles LaFerle, director of na- 
tignal salvage at Ottawa. 

The request was directed to all 
salvage committees in the three 
western provinces, except the one 
in Winnipeg, and Mr. Fisher is 
accordingly asking that committees 


throughout Alberta curtail paper 
collecting temporarily and direct 
their salvaging efforts towards rub. 
ber, metal, fats, bones, and glass. 


READY OUTLET 


The announcement states that in 
the past, markets were organized in 
Canada and the United States for 
waste paper originating in the three 
prairie provinces, and for many 
months all the paper collected found 
a ready outlet. 


Now, however, the vast volume 
of waste paper brought out by the 
splendid efforts of the western 
committees combined with the in- 
tensive drive in the United States, 
has resulted in a temporary over- 
supply, the announcement reads, 

As a result the committees in 
Manitoba, Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan are being asked to curtail fur- 
ther collections until the market 
shows signs of improvement. 

Mr, Fisher wishes to explain to 
the Alberta committees that ar- 
rangements for moving the stock on 
hand can be made in the following 
manner. 

Each committee will receive a 
form in which it will be asked to 
report the amount of waste paper 
it has on hand. 

The form is to be mailed imme- 
diately to W. S. Kickley, provincial 
organizer for the National Salvage 
Campaign in Manitoba, at 336 Kings. 
way, Winnipeg, Man. 


He will then try to make ar- 
rangements to move the stock on 
hand as soon as possible. 

Arrangements have been con- 
cluded between the Wartime Sal- 
vage Limited (the national body) 
and the Winnipeg Paper Company, 
for the handling of the wastepaper 
now in the hands of the committees 
in the three western provinces, but 
at the present time there is no 
prospect of placing any paper that 
may be collected from this time on, 
Mr. LaFerle stated in his communi. 
cation to Mr. Fisher. 

Mr. Fisher urges that the time 
and effort spent previously on col- 
lecting paper be now devoted to the 
collection of the Rue: supplies.

FIRST ACTION 

The Pacific battalion, made up

They said they had reinforce- 
ments and that we had no hope of 
survival, 

On June 7 they had working par- 
ties out so close to our lines we 
could hear them talk. They tried to 
remove mines but we stopped that 
with machine-gun fire, 

One day 70 planes attacked us in 
one raid during the day, Then 
later several flights of more planes 
bombed us. 

Bir Hacheim is only five by 
four miles so you can imagine 
what a large number of bombs 
that many planes laid on us, 

The R.A.F. also was constantly 

bombing and ground-strafing the 
enemy. With our own Bofors 
(anti-aircraft gun) we brought 
down from 10 to 12 planes. They 
were all German, 

The British made strong efforts 
to relieve us but they had other 
fish to fry, 

HEARD ARTILLERY 

We could hear the British artil- 
lery at times banging away, This 

gave us hope but it never came 
any nearer, 

We had great confidence in our 


commander, General Koenig, and 
in Col, Anilkavar, Russian ¢com- 
mander of the Foreign Legion, 


who like all other Foreign Legion 
members began as a private. 

We never lacked food and were 
allowed two quarts of water daily. 
The morale was good, 

But the attacks got worse and 
worse and no aid came. Finally 
we were told to get ready to go. 
We took our rifles, one day's 
rations and a canteen of water. 


We set out on foot, the trucks 
carrying supplies. We made con- 
tact with the enemy. We ran into 
them in the dark. Flares went up 
and there was a burst of machine- 
gun fire from them. 


BATTLE FORMATION 

We were in battle formation, 
with bayonets fixed and pin out 
of grenade, On orders from Capt. 
Morel we charged. Before we knew 
it we were in the trench, There 
were three Germans there. I shot 
one, the captain shot another and 
the third fled, 

More started coming at us. 

They began to machine-gun us. 
Our own wounded were groan- 
ing all around us, We took along 
those who could walk. 

We ran into them again and they 
fired explosive bullets at us. We 
tossed grenades at them and fought 
it out hand to hand for 10 min- 
utes. 

We were using our bare fists and 
being machine-gunned from a dis- 
tance at the same time.

Health Scheme Is Adopted 


JASPER, June 17.—(CP)—Dr. S. Fahrni of Winnipeg 
called on the Canadian Medical Association today to “try in 
every way possible to see that the best form of medical ser- 
vice will be given to the Canadian people when and if, the 
government decides to institute a health service for Canada.” 


In his presidential address 
the 73rd annual meeting of the 
association, Dr. Fahrni said there 
were two “very good arguments” 
in favor of introduction of a com- 
prehensive health plan in Canada 


before the end of the present 
war, 
One reason was the “sense of 


security” it would give to the peo- 
ple during post-war reconstruction 
and rehabilitation.’ The second 
was “the fear, that if the war con- 
tinues many more years we may 
find ourselves under a bureaucra- 
tic rather than a democratic form 
of government.” 
TOLD WHAT TO DO 

Under the bureaucratic govern- 
ment, he added, “we would then be 
told what to do and what health 
plan we would have, Dictators and 
bureaucracies rarely deign to con- 
sult or take the advice of bodies 
like the medical profession. If. 
however, a satisfactory plan was in 
operation, perhaps at least some- 
thing good. from it would be re- 
tained.”

During the last few monNths, 
the association has sent out a 
questionnaire on health insur- 
ance to all practising physicians 
in Canada, and the returns re- 
celved “ate predominantly in 
favor of some form of health in- 
surance for the whole country.” 
The country itself favors such a 
plan, he said. He quoted the re- 
sults of one poll as showing that 
75 per cent of the people of Can. 
jada were in favor of a government- 
{sponsord national health plan to 
provide medical and hospital care 
when needed in return for a small 
monthly payment out of income. 
Eighteen per cent were opposed 
and seven per cent undecided. 
COSTS INCREASED 

Advances in medicine in recent 
years “have made the prevention, 
investigation and treatment of dis- 
ease much more intricate and com- 


plicated than formerly, all of 
which has increased greatly the 
cost of diagnosis and treat- 
ment... .” 


he low-income group, which 
Jopndathis perhaps the backbone of 
the nation, have been trying to 
pay their way but have found the 
sudden descent upon them of a se- 
vere illness too much to. carry. 
Only too often this has resulted in 
inadequate investigation and in- 
adequate treatment much to the 
disappointment of.the medical at- 
tendant. 

“In trying to improve their 
position, they have resorted to 
community effort, resulting in 
various health schemes being set 


up here and there across the 
country, most of them aimed at 
nothing better than a partial 
service, which have filled a gap 
for the time being even though 
sometimes quite inadequately. 

“Some of these health plans have 
been supported by the provincial 
governments, notably in the prai- 
rie provinces, where municipalities 
have employed physicians on a sal- 
ary basis, There has been an in- 
creasing demand by the urban 
centres, also, for some form of 
health insurance, so that we find 
plans coming into operation all over 
the country. In several provinces 
different plans, some with a large 
coverage of péople, have been op- 
erating for several years, and the 
number of these is steadily increas- 
ing.” 
SURVEY BACKGROUND 

In any health plan, Dr. Fahrni 
continued, “the physician who goes 
into a home should cross the 
threshold, not only as a physician 
to treat a sick member of the house- 
hold, but also as the family doc- 
tor who would survey the whole 
household background, housing con- 
ditions, physical fitness and state 
of nutrition of the members of the 
family. 


“It is he who, while on the spot, 
an agent of the government as 
well as being the family physi- 
clan, should investigate the 
physical fitness of all members of 
the family.” 

Turning to the system under 
which a health insurance program 
might operate, Dr, Fahrni said the 
weight of opinion seemed to favor 
limiting the insurance to those 
whose income is insufficient to pro- 
vide adequate medical care, al- 
though “there are some who feel 


that no income ceiling should 
exist.” 
Whether the income limit was 


set at $1,800 or $2,400 a year was 
not important, “but it is important 
that all the people below the in- 
come level set should come under 
the plan and this would include all 
indigents, In the matter of bene- 
fits, the prevailing opinion favors 
a full coverage including hospital- 
ization. This would include pre- 
ventitive medicine and all medical 
and surgical care, and the highest 


service possible should be our 
objective.” 
DIVISION OF WORK 


The division of work between the 
general practitioner and the spe- 
Cialist would require special study 
with one service complementary to 
the other. 

“The principle of free choice of 
doctor should be protected, so that 
the patient, insofar as is reasonable, 
may seek attention from the general 
practitioner or specialist whom he 
believes is most capable. This prin- 
ciple instills confidence in the pa- 
tient and retains the spirit of friend. 
ly rivalry between medical people 
which is a needed stimulus to fur- 
ther study and better training.” 

Dr, Fahrni said there were 
three methods of remuneration for 


doctors—fee for service, capitation 

—a set fee per patient for each 
doctor—and salary. 

“1 think we may drop the last, 
for I do not think that either the 
people or the profession would con- 
sider state medicine. The fee for 
service for the time being seems to 
hold the floor, but it is interesting 
to follow the experience of the 
medical profession of other coun. 
tries, many of whom have switched 
to capitation, at first unwillingly, 
but in a short time would have 
nothing else, and the same has held 
true in a few localized health units 
in this country. 

“From the point of view of the 
general practitioner, as he takes 
on a wider field of preventive medi- 
cine, there is much to be said in 
favor of capitation, as this would 
tend to stimulate his interest in 
keeping his flock healthy.”

Negotiations 
Salary Dispute 
Are Concluded 


Negotiations for teacher salary 
adjustments in the Edson school 
division, were concluded at a late 
hour Tuesday, 

The conference was held at the 
A.T.A. offices before a one-man con 
ciliation board between represent- 
atives of the Edson schoo! divisional 
board and two A.T.A. executive 
members representing the 50 teach- 
ers of the Edson division 

The conference was called when 
the teachers of the division, dis- 
satisfied with the board's proposal 
to pay on a basic rate of $14.53 per 
week, asked that the minimum 
basic rate be set at the newly 
adopted minimum of $19.23 per 
weck. 

A brief, outlining the findings of 
the conference will be prepared 
and presented to the proper officials 
of the provincial government and 
to the interested parties negotiating, 
within a few days. 


ARGUMENTS GIVEN 
R. J. Gaunt, conciliator, appointed 
by the department of trade and in- 
dustry, heard arguments presented 
by Raymond E. Shaul and T. Baker, 
on behalf of the Edson schoo] teach- 
ers, and by C. M. Clarke, who repre. 
sented the Edson Divisional board. 
Mr. Shaul is past president of the 
Alberta Teachers’ Association and 
Mr, Baker is vice-president. These 
two men were appointed by the pro- 
vincial executive of the A.T.A. to 
act on behalf of the Edson teachers. 
The present basic salary in the | 
Edson division is $750 a year or} 
$14.42 per week and after the board 
offered to raise the basic only to | 
$756 the teachers objected and

In presenting the case for the 

teachers the A.T.A. officials used 
comparative figures to show how 
wages paid rural teachers fall far 
below minimum wages paid un- 
skilled labor in many occupations. 

Teachers of the Edson division get 
$750 a year while lumber truckers 
n that area get $850 for a winter's 
work, one official argued 

Other figures brought out jndi- 
cated that a beverage waiter gets 
$24.50 per week, plus $3.50 cost-of- 
living bonus, which comes to $1,456 
Per year. Inexperienced, untrained 
extra help for the foi¢hcoming sugar 
rationing staff will receive $110 per 
month and waitresses being adver- 
tised for in a local daily paper will 
be paid $15 to $20 per week, the 
teachers argued 


TEACHERS’ PROPOSALS 

The proposal of the teachers being 
asked for by the A.T.A. representa- 
tives on behalf of the 50 Edson 
teachers is as follows. One room to 
grade 8, $19.18 per week; one room 
school with grade 9 or 10, $20.13 per 
week; high school, $24.93 per week 

They are asking for an annual 
Increment of $30 per year and allow. 
ances for experience of $15 per year 
up to 10 years experience if that 
experience was gained outside the 
Edson division and $30 per year if 
the experience was gained in the 
division, 

A teacher with a degree should 
receive $100 per year extra, If he 
has completed the first year at the 
University the allowance should 
be $25 and if he is a second-year 
student the allowance should be 
$50 Allowance for supervision 
should be $50 per room including 
his own room, the teachers argue.

A open verdict, stating that the 
child died from a skull fracture 
and adding that only one car was 
seen in the vicinity at about the 
time of the accident, was return- 
ed by the coroner's jury at the 
inquest into the death of Robert 
, “Bobby” Warner, sen of Mr. and 
| Mrs. Warner, 12048 92 street, on 
June 8. 

The inquest was held in the city 
police court Tuesday afternoon 
with Provincial Coroner Dr. E. A. 
Braithwaite presiding William 
Munro, foreman of the jury, 
| brought ih the verdict after a brief 
deliberation. Sgt. Detective Hugh 
Allen was acting detective coroner.

DOCTOR TESTIFIES 


| Evidence of Dr, W. W. Eadie, who 


was called to the home of a neigh- 
bor where the injured child was 
carried, showed that the child died 
a few moments after he arrived 
from a cerebral hemorrhage as 
the result of a skull fractur:. 

Constable Art Hamlin, who was 
called to the scene of the accident, 
Stated that he first interviewed 
Mrs. Green, 12024 92 street, who 
told him that a car driven by Er.

PHONED FIRM 


Hamelin then phoned the firm

Hamelin explained that after tak- 
ing a turn at the wheel of the Laid- 
law car le found it quite possible 
that the driver could not have seen 
a child sitting at the curb a distance 
of 16 feet from the front of the car 

He also stated that a thorough 
inspection of the tires that after- 
noon and a closer inspection of 
the whole car at the civic garage 
the following day, failed to re- 
veal any clue that could lead 

| them to be sure that the Laidlaw 
car was the one involved, 

He stated also that Laidlaw was 
parked on the west side of the strect 
facing north, which was the wrong 
side of the street. 

After hearing evidence given by 


three ladies, neighbors of the 
Warners, who were first on the 
}scene of the accident, the jury 
adjourned. The following verdict 
was brought in a few moments 
later: 


VERDICT RETURNED 

“We, the jury called to inquire 
into the death of Robert Warner, 
find that Robert Warner came to 
his death on June 8, 1942, on 92 
Street, between 120 and 121 avenues, 
in the city of Edmonton, from 
wounds received apparently having 
been struck by a, car. 

“And the evidence shows that the 
only car in the vicinity at that time 
was a car driven’ by Mr. E. J. Laid- 
law, and we find that this car was 
parked on the wrong side of the 
Street, 

“Cause of death was a cerebral 
hemorrhage caused by a fracture of 
the skull.”

Youth, 15, To 
Stand Trial 
For Wounding 


Charged with unlawfully 
wounding a fellow school mate 
by stabbing him twice to satisfy 
“an urge to do harm,” James 
Schmalz, 15, was remanded for 
trial at the next sitting of the 
supreme court, when he appeared 
for preliminary hearing before 
Police Magistrate A. 1. Millar, 
K.C., Tuesday afternoon, 

The boy, who tied his victim 
hand and foot, blindfolded and 
gagged him, before allegedly thrust- 
ing a knife into his breast twice 
has been in custody at the Oliver 
Mental Institute since charged with 
the incident that occurred north of 
104 avenue, between 118 and 119 
street, at about 4:30 p.m. June 1. 

He was returned to the Institute 
to await trial, . 


WAIVED TO POLICE ; 

The juvenile court waived juris- 
diction to have the case heard in 
the police court after considering 
that the seriousness of the charge 
warranted such a trial. 

According to evidence given by 
Paul Brohman, 14, victim of the 
assault, the accused was walking 
homeward while Paul was running 
an errand for his mother in the 
direction of Schmalz’s home, when 
Schmalz asked Paul to accompan 
him into a cluster of bushes nort 


of the railway tracks between 118 
and 119 streets. 

Schmalz stated that he wished to 
remove some parts from a bicycle 
that he said was cached in the bush. 


When Brohman turned away after 
finding no bicycle, Schmalz is 
alleged to have attacked him from 
the rear. He took a firm gtip 
around his neck, placed his knee 
into his back and threw him to the 
ground. 

USED OWN BELT 


He used his own belt to tie Paul's | 


hands behind his back and then 
allegedly removed his victim's belt 
to tether the feet. One handker- 
chief was used to blindfold the vic- 
tim and with another handkerchief 
the Brohman boy was gagged by 
tying the kerchief firmly across the 
mouth. 

The helpless chiid was then turn- 
ed on his back and, police state, 
stabbed twice, the first thrust strik- 
ing him below the front of the 
| shoulder and the second one about} 
two inches lower, penetrating his 
lung. 

Upon «a promise that Paul 
would not tell of the incident, 
Schmalz freed his victim and 
went on his way, witness stated. | 
Brohman told the court that he| 

hurried to Huff's dairy nearby “for 
fear of being attacked again.” Blood 
was streaming down his shirt| 
front. | 

He was taken home by the dairy 
proprietor and later taken to a} 
doctor, Later in the day, when 
Paul complained of difficulty to 
breathe, he was taken to the Gen- 
eral hospita! where he remained 
for a week. 

DENIED INCIDENT 

William Murray, child welfare 
officer, stated that upon first ques- 
tioning the Schmalz boy, he denied 
any knowledge of the incident, but 
several hours later the child gave 
a statement to Mr. Murray and a 
city detective in which he admitted 
the offence. 

He told the officers that he had 
No jll-feeling against Paul but he 
merely had an urge to harm. He 
got the idea that this was his 
chance to try to scare the boy, 
.Mr, Murray stated. 

He told the officers that he had | 
an urge to harm certain other boys 
as well and gave them the names of 
these listed prospective victims. 
FEARED “DOUBLECROSS” 

He explained that he hada sus- 
picion since about May 15, that} 
Paul “may doublecross him,” and 


Paul's increasing friendship made 
him decide to commit the crime, 
The accused voluntarily brought 


down. the knife he had hidden in 
his drawer and gave it up to Mr. 
Murray the day after the. assault, 
He will’ be tried at the next sit-
